.McLeod was shot. I shonld have said be¬ 
fore this that I heard a noise on tho east 
side of tho house, and on going there heard 
Mrs. McLeod say a man was in tho house 
and had shot Mr. McLeod. As ({uickly as 
()Os«iblo 1 ran ovor to Mr. McLeo<l|H house 
.\ numliur of nu n were standing outside. 
No one was inside excepting Mrs. McLeod 
and Misu Connor, who run out of our place 
in there, I went in through the parlor 
dining room and back hall. Saw plenty of 
evidence that a burglar had been in the 
house. 1 Hte|jped to the door and asked 
for someone to go upstairs with mo. John 
r. Grange did ho and wo went up. Found 
.Mr, .McLeod lying on his side, face down, 
jn a pool of blood inside his bedroom. Dr. 
Ruttan came up. We did not touch Mr. 
McLeod. Dr. Kuttan turned the face up 
wards, disclosing a gunuhut wound in the 
upper part of the chest. .Mr. McLeod was 
dead. 1 went down stairs, lit tho gas in 
the hall and went for tho Chief of Police. 
Mr. Perry, nightwatchman, came along, 
and together roused the chief. Went back 
to the house, wont upstairs to view the 
body again, and as there was nothing could 
bo done for tho deceased, began to search 
(or clups. Mrs, McLeod had told me that 
.Mr. McLeod throw a water pitclier at the 
burglar and we found a small pitcher on 
the hall upstairs on the floor. It was not 
broken. There was nothing else to indicate 
any encounter. After consultation the 
chief wont to tho telephone offloe, and 
advised the station of tho oocurronce and 1 
oontinuod to search for some clue, I fouud 
a hat lying in Uie hall downstairi. It was 
a soft felt iiat, dark brown In color, with a 
rather wide ribbon band, the lining being 
torn out. (The hat was not produced, the 
custodian being out of town) 1 ako found 
a bullet. There were two shots flred and 
that was why 1 looked for the bullet which 
1 found downstairs lying on the floor, and 
now produce. The shots were flred in 
•juick succession. (The bullet produce is 
of large size, for a pistol, 32 calibre.) We 
examined the house and found nearly every 
door unlocked, and that from the dining 
room was partially opened. Mrs McLeod 
called to me from a window upstairs in 
her liouse. There was a light (lownstairs 
and also upstairs when I reached the house. 
Thu drawers of the secretary and book case 
were out, and other evidences wore appar¬ 
ent downstairs that the place had Dcen 
ransacked. There were probably leu or 
twelve people outside when I got there. It 
was about three or four minutes from when 
I heard the shots before 1 got to tho house. 

1 think there was only one burglar. 1 am 
of the opinion the work was not that of a 
novice. I think the man (i«cai>dd tlirough 
the front door. It was known to me that 
Mr. .McLoo«l was treasurer of the mission 
fund. Every room in the house seems to 
have been visited, except Mr. McLeod’s 
bedroom. Minnie McLeod told me there 
was about 1^22 in a satchel, missionary 
mulyv’, which bad evidently been carefully 
gono^er, because all the money was taken 
except about 50 cents in coppers. Mrs. 
MeLeod’s pocket book had also been ran¬ 
sacked 

J. F. Bmith sworn.—Came down street 
from the station aoout 3 o’clock. Heard a 
call for the police.

A TABiFF is always a tax. This is 
something that wants to be continualiy 
pounded home, and the only justiiiahle 
tariff is one to meet the needs of the 
government econpmically administered. 
This is the ground taken by the 
liberals and is impregnable. 

Mb. Foster announced in the Mari 
time Province-that he would protect 
manufacturers to the extent of fifty 
per cent, if necessary, in order to save 
them from foreign competition. If 
fifty, why not seventy-five ? And why 
not a hundred? There is nothing 
that we cannot produce if we only 
make the duty high enough. Bananas 
are very largely used. A tax of five 
dollars per dozen would enable us to 
grow all we want in hot houses. 

In his Orangeville speech the hnance 
minister, Mr. P''o8ter, declared that 
‘‘ ninety per cent of the men wlm had 
invested money in manufacturing un¬ 
der the National Policy had failed.” 
That was a startling commentary upon 
the policy as a means of sustaining 
manufactures and building up this 
young country. Anyone saying after 
this that the Dominion is prosperous 
because of the N. P. must either be 
grossly ignorant himself, or conclude 
that other people are.

Bangkok, the capital of .Siam, has 
been lermod very unhappily tlie Venice 
of the east. The Now York Tribune 
thinks that perhaps as regards smells 
(in which alone there is any compariBon 
between them) it would have been juster 
to call Venice the Bangkok of the west. 
But oven tiien an outrageous affront 
would have been cflerod to Venice. It 
is useless even to attempt a description 
of the smells of Bangkok. To d ) so 
would require a qparto volume, to cata¬ 
logue them woul'f re<iuiro the services 
of an analytical chemist, unci to ivad 
the account of ■ them would leave 
the reader iu blissful ignorance of 
his subject. The streets are the 
repository of every form of refuse and 
are never swept ot cleaned by hand of 
man. It is appaling to contemplate 
what must be the ileatli rate iu a city in¬ 
habited by 3.j0,000f to 000,000 persons, 
es|)ecially in i>eriod.s of groat choh*ra 
epidemics, sucli as attend the failure in 
the wet seasons. F^istern droughts nie 
frightful calamities. A weak monsoon 
means insulliciont rainfall for the rice 
crop. The rex)! season, November to 
January, h followed by the terrible hot 
season, (luring winch never a drop of 
rain can l»o Loked for.

Life in CqnntorlAl Afririi. 
Some years ago Captain Iloro, 


who 


spent some years in the command of 
mission staanier on Lake Tamranyika, 
visited New Zealand, lie a<ldntHs»ed the 
Sunday school children, andj Kuc( cpded,<> 
in interesting them by bis cnrioiis and ^ 
instructive information about C-entral 
Africa and iU inhabitants. Wo tak** the 
following account of life in Tangauj'ikn 
from the Orahamstown Journal (Capo of 
Good Hope): 

“Captain Hore.” wits the Journal, 
showed tliat the life and habits of the 
people of Tanganyika did not differ in 
essentials from those of people leading ^ 
simple existence elsewhere, and tho iin- 
prefsion made upon him, especially of 
the iieople settled to tho northeast, of tke 
l.ake, was decidedly faToranlo. They 
had no literature' and consequently 
knew of no past Thev Inid no knowl¬ 
edge of tlie outer world, and therefore 
could neither hoar nor think aliout other 
people; but they .were too busv to feel 
ennui, When a man wanted a houKO, lie 
did not consult advertisements: ho h.od 
to set to work, choose a site, and build it. 
The day'fi life began early. First, the 
women and girls went to fetch water in 
vessels thov thoniselvos hud inaih*; then 
thev took axes, which their hubban<ls or 
brothers liad made, and cut wood for 
fuel; then they ground corn, which tlie 
family had grown, and which was 
stored on shelves in tho hut out of flio 
way of rats, for their porridge, and so 
they earned their bioakfast. All hands 
turned tp at sowing tjiqo and harvest, 

It was an error to suppose* the 
men did not work. They soino- , 
times worked both night and day, 
ani suffered great luirdships aa l>earers 
in exiietlitions. The women were not i 
more harshly dealt with than they were | 
iu England. One thing was to bo said 
for tliese people: they were self-suj'poit- ' 
ing and selLreliant. Everything they 
enjoyed was the fruit of their own labors 
and ingenuity. They bad developed 
the fishery and navigation of the lakes, 
and iu fishing they employed all the ap- 

E liances, nets and lines that the lecturer 
ad seen in every other part of the 
world. Nor were they without orna¬ 
mental art, for their earthenware was of 
graceful design, and Captain Hore had 
a canoe*nian who composed a long 
poem about the white stranger, and 
sang it to an instrument of his own 
making."___

TheonW apology for the hon. gentleman 
waa that ho know nothing about the inrt- 
tar and had evidently not read the award. 
Reapecting rebuffs, the United Statci 
claimed to have closed the Behring Sea not 
only to Canada but to every nation. That 
claim waa made by Ruatia 10 years ago, 
and had been in controversy ever eince, 
and one point waa whAhar the pretensions 
of Russia, to which the Uaited States sue* 
ceaded, were well founded or not. The 
contention as to seals was that no sennia 
ofainy other country had a right to piiratic 
them in any nart of the Pacific ocean; tha 
would have cloaed three thousand srjuare 
tnilaa to the world. 

Tha contentions of the United States 
ware so unsound that the arbitrators ignored 
them, and the Canadian arguments were 
upheld. The deoiaions of the arbitrators 
as to what was nacessary to preserve seals 
were, in his opinion, more severe than might 
have been devised. This isnot in accordance 
with Mr. Lautior’s views, but shows that 
tha contentions of the Canadian counsel 
were well fonnded in international law. He 
wassatished with the decisions, but not so 
satisfied as to say that when they came to 
work under them they might not be im- 

f irovad. The restrictions as to tlio GO mila 
imit and the use of the gun a(f')ted sealers 
of other countries as well aa those of 
Canada. 

Tha address had alluded to this being 
bis first visit to Montreal since ha became 
premier, and acknowledging this. Sir John 
Thompson deplored the calamity wliieh had 
deprived the country of the great services 
of Sir John Abbott. He spoke in eloouent 
terms of tha lata premier, and said his 
highest ambition was to be a worthy si|c- 
oessor to the great mkn who had gone be¬ 
fore him. 

There was nothing more desirable than 
than that both ministers and members of 
the Opposition should discuss their program 
from time to time. Ha came to such a de¬ 
cision without the consent of a eon- 
venticn of the party. They did not 
need a convention, they stood 
on the principles which bad governed in the 
DMt and made Canada a great conntry. 
The Opposition had held a convention; 
1500 man from the sea had marched on 
Ottawa, seen the Parliament buildings and 
been unanimous in one thing, a determina¬ 
tion to put the Government out of othce. 

Tha Opposition had need of a convention, 
for they were about to change their policy. 
They bad goue to the country with gay 
hearts on other polieias, and some months 
ago their leader said they would live or 
die on unrestricted reoiprooity. Thera was 
nothing a man was apt to be so mistaken 
about as that ha was dead sura of. They 
all agreed to let unrastrieted reciprocity

GENERAL NEWS. 

On Wednesday of this week the first ses¬ 
sion of one of the most important rnK'tings 
111 the history of the church in (ianada 
took place at Toronto. The opening sor- 


“Winnipeg scheme." This scheme was 
lubmiUed to the various diooeean synods 
that have met since then, and with some 
slight modifications nas been accepted and 
ratified by ail. The idea eminate^ from 
the rruvincial Synod of Eastern Canada 
the father ut the movement or at least its 
most prominent supporter being Mr. Cbas. 
Jenkins, a layman in the diocese of Huron. 
Mr. R. T. Walben, (J. C., chancellor of the 
Diocese of Ontario, took charge of the 
scheme at Winnipeg and safely piloted it 
through the criticisms of the provincial 
synod at Montreal last September. For 
the present meeting our delegates from 
this diocese are. first the Bishop, who, as 
metropolitan of the older province and one 
of the senior Bishops of the world bv date 
of consecration will be the presiding officer, 
seconded by the following clerical delegates. 
Archdeacons Lander, Bedford-Jones, Canon 
Spencer, and Rev. J. J. Bogart, and lay 
delegates. Judge Wilkison, Napanee, Ji^dge 
MacDonell, Brockville, R. T. Walkem, (^. 
C., chancellor of the Diocese, Kingston, R. 
V. Rodgers, (,). C., secretary of Byue^ 

It may be well to explain for the benefit 
of those not familiar with our ecclesiastical 
machinery that when this general synod 
shall have completed its organi^cation our 
church parliament will consist of the 
following representative bodies from winch 
it will be seen that the church so far as its 
4emporaI government is concerned is a 
thoroughly democratic institution. 

First, we have our vestries in each parish 
which consult for the temporality of the 
church as they effect the individual congre¬ 
gation and in these vestries the suffrage is 
as broad as it well can be. Every regular 
atfcndarit who professes to be a member of 
the church of either sex being a communi 
cant in good standing has a voice and vote. 

Second, there is the Diocesan Synod 
composed of the Bishop, clergy and three 


j of all the diooesM within its limite. TlLa 
presiding bishop is called the MetropolTtan. 
I The provincial synod consists of two 
I houses, the upper house being composed of 
all the Bishops at the various .diuceeee 
^ within the province. The lower houee cot- 
I fists of clerical and lay representativee 
I elected in each’order in the diocesau synod. 
J And now this formation of a general 
I synod contemplates a superior court, which, 
j while allowing every freedom of action to 
the several snbordinate councils in their 
various departhients, shall legislate for tha 
! general welfare of the church as a wliulu. 

I It will consist of all the Bishops in B. N. A. 
I and delegates sent by each diocese accord¬ 
ing to population. The presiding bishop 
will receive the title of I'mnute, or |)erhaps 
.\ruiibifhop. This court, while acknow¬ 
ledging submission to the authority of the 
Church of England will practioall/ round 
out the full orgauiitatiun of the church ol 
Canada as a national branch of “Christs 
Church Catholic here on earth."
